T^e tllsnlo tank- battle followed 
four days in which Bovlst nrtUIery. 
anti-tank guns and Infantrymen 
armed with gaaollne -filled pop bot- 
tles had knocked out nearly two- 
thirds of the Germans'. 3,000 avail- 
able tanks In bearing the brunt ot 
the heaviest armored assault ot all 
Ume aimed at either end ot a Iti- 
mlls sector of the southern front- 
Though Soviet forces at the 
northern end ot the sector held 
firm and even gained ground In 
counter- attacks, those around Bel- 
gorod, to tho couth, gradually tell 
back under Iho overwhelming 
weight Dt the attack. 

Nail] Claim Advances 

(Tha German high command aald 
a tremendous tank battle bad de- 
veloped behind breached Soviet po- 
sitions with the Russians . making 
the "greatest efforts" to stem ever- 
advancing wedges. Russian losses 
were given aa teuiks, many guns 
and II T planes.) 

(BrIUih military experts aald thi 
Soviet position In the Belgorod area 
eppearcd "precarious." A German 
broadcast aald axis forces pierced 
the Russian line at so many points 
that the defenses had been over- 
come In great depth and length.) 

Seeking to exploit their fourth ad- 
vance In as many days, tlio Ger- 
mans poured a conslont stream of 
tank and infantry reserves Into the 
breached Rusalan lines in a' desper- 
ate attempt to achieve a decisive 
break-through that might lead to 
encirclement ot huge Russian forces 
In the Kursk salient. 

Red* Cauntor-Altack 

Even while their comrades gava 
ground before the southern arm of 
the giant German pincers, however, 
red armlea 111 miles to the north 
seised the Intatlve and blunted the 
axla' northern spearhead with a 
ahatterlng counter-attack that dla- 
lodged tho enemy from several key 
points between Kursk and Orel. 

The battle ot tho southern front 
went into lis lltth day with the 
Oermans atlll stepping up the tempo 
ot their assault deaplle the reported 
losa of 1,a(3 tanka. BIO planes and 
more than 39,000 men in four days 
ot some of the fiercest fighting of 

Groups ot 30 lo 30 nger tanks 
were spearheading the Qerman at- 
tacks with tvflce that number of 
mobile guns, then lighter tonka and 
Infantry falling In behind to i 
ploit any penetration o[ the Ri 
sian lines. 

Paniers Trapped 

In many Instances, tho Rusati 
pennllled tiie head column of Tlgcra 
to advance and then rescalcd their 
Unea and destroyed the trapped 
paruen. The Oermans finally 
wedged the Soviet defenses near Bel- 
gorod, however, by ahccr weight of 
numbers, dispatch ca Indicated. 

Big formations of dive-bombers 
and other aircraft were supporting 
the German offensive. Including, 
one Soviet report eald. the bulk ot 
tho nad Medllerranean air fleet 
and other eubstantlol forces from 
*ealem Europe. 

Tho Russia na still held superior- 
ity in Uie air. however, and the 
wrecks of hundreds ot nazl planes 
amid the hulka of bumed-out tanks 
littered the battleticld.

niAAS SERVES AS WATCHDOG 
Representative Maas of Minnesota has an- 
nounced that he Intends to try to back up 
with restrictive legislation his assertions that 
tho war production hoard "threatened the 
freedom of tho press" by Its handling of 
newsprint quotas. 

His announcement followed a war produc- 
tion board order.callinB-Ior-a further reduc- 
-tlon In newsprint consumption for'the-pres-- 
cnt quarter, ranging up to five per cent lor 
tho larger newspapers. 

Among other things, Maas charges that 
tho WPB Is using control of newsprint "/or 
censorship;" favoring some publishers over 
others, and operating with no rules or stand- 
ards, and "In star chamber proceedings," 
Issuing "secret orders Irom which there is no 
appeal." 

■ While It is no secret that tho present na- 
tional administration has a general dislike 
for the newspapers and will go out of its way 
to (avor radio which can bo more easily con- 
trolled, the Times-News will await fifrthcr 
developments before ngreelng entirely with 
Representative Maas that the WPB has this 
ulterior purpose In placing restrictions on the 
consumption ot newsprint. 

But In his discussion of the proposed bill 
which would serve as a safeguard against any 
such attempt, wc do like one of tlie state- 
ments credited to the Minnesota legislator: 

■"This procedure will assure ttJ the people 
tliat under tho guise of rationing a lessened 
supjpiy ot paper will not be abused now or in 
the future nor used subversively to gain con- 
trol ot the press of this country. With a free 
press, we will always be a free people.''".

Our Ukes and dislikes ot food too 
freiiuently are based on habit. The 
effort demands a healthy, vlgor- 
. population and points out the 
nutritional deficiencies that have 
been permitted to 
endure through 
times ot peace. 

Foods build our 
bodies and give 
us energy for the 
worlt we must do. 
It tho diet Is In' 
adequate, ther 
our bodies ' suffer 
and our energy 
is Impaired. It Is 
Important that 
during times oC 
war habits Of nu- 
trition will be established that will 
tarry on Into the future— habits 
based Dtt a modem science of nu- 
trition. 

One ot the worst habits It the 
elimination ol breakfast or tha re. 
duction ot the meal to a cup o: 
coffee tfnd a doughnut or the equiv- 
alent. A proper pn>portlon ot tbB 
day's supply ol nuCrtUon (sboutonB* 
third) should be taken with tho 
breskfast and. when It Is not, the 
res^rulljllltr lalla on tho other two 

Frequently, tha noonday meal 1» 
alio reduced, and this reduction 
means that pracUcally tho whole 
days supply of nutriment must b« 
tsken In at the evening* tneal. In-' 
creased tatlitue Is the obvious re- 
mit of a nut day's work being done 
without taking in feed lo repUM 
Ihs enemy while the latter Is being 
expended. 

One reason Inr the deslra for 
carbohydrate foods — such as soda 
vo? and candy bar*— In the late 
doming and afternoon Is lo mako 
tip for ft lack of food at breakfast 
and luncheon. Tha subsUtutlon la « 



bod one because candy bars and 
soda pop lock nutrition and prob- 
ably, atter ■ period of time, con- 
tribute to additional weariness. 

It the breskfast is to contribute 
Its full share ot the nutrients 
quired dsily. It must bo given 
time and attention of a real meoL 
The protein requirement 
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equivalent in meat. Protein will 
"stick to the ribs" and, becatise of 
Its alow conversion into energy, its 
effect Is prolonged. Breakfast foods 
made from whole Brain or bread 
made from enriched tlOUT wilt pro- 
vide Ihe B-complex vltsmins and 
starch for calories. If toast Is subetl- 
tuled. It must be recalled that 
heavy touting destroj-s the ■ 
mins, 

Fat Is desirable, too, because It 
Tttatds the emptying tliBc of the 
stomach and. therefore, slows tha 
passage ot aiugars Into the blood. 
It also cairlei the fat-soluble vita- 
tnlns and prtMdes high cakiric val- 
ue. Butter or enriched oleomarGs- 
rine, milk aiul cream are the most 
suitable lourcta for fat In the 
breakfast menu. 

Ullk Is often eliminated from 
breakfast la faYor of coffee, but tho 
trade Is a poor one. Th« nutritional 
value ot coffee li nil, and mitic has 
ptaetlcolly eveO'lhlnE. Thero is no 
objection to both, of course. 
Vitamin O and some lugor are 
rorkled and the day pleasantly 
.Jtlated*wllh fnilt. The whole 
fruit Ji probably more desirable 
than nut the Juice for rtaaona of 
craato'.Iiulk.

animala on the hoot, enough food 
to keep body and soul flourlohlns 
for that matter. It equitably dis- 
tributed. But such ia the perverse- 
ness of human nature that tlia lack 
ot one item of food— beef. In this 
Instance— Is enough lo Increase the 
demand and create the illusion 
that there Is on o>-er-all lack of 
food. 

Tha problem of the moment in 
solving the food altuatlon therefore 
bolls down to a matter of getting 
mora leef moving lo market arjtJ 
on that matter, countrymen, the 
beat minds falter ond tail. Aa Sen. 
£ugenc D. MlUlkin of Denver. Colo., 
put it after bearings on this subject 
before the senate committee on 
agriculture, "Wo have this morn- 
ing readied a state ot complete In- 
teltcctuol bankruptcy In trj'lng to 
put more meat bock on the table." 
It's a kind ot a mhied metaphor, 
but if you follow the train of 
thought you grofp the idea that yea, 

e have no beef and yea, we may be 

mnlng out of broln.i. 

Tlie prevailing thought In con- 
gress seemed to be that subsidies 
shall not pass. Congrtu passed a 
tlie price control act of IQU. 



authorizing subsidy poymenta, ap. 
parently without realizing what it 
was doing. Office of price adminis- 
tration went ahead to put thoao 
Bubsldlea In 'effect In an etfort to 
hold down further rises In the txat 
ot living. /Jt.\ 

Then congress renegs sad evetV^' 
considered repealing that portion of 
tho price control act which author- 
izes subsidies, though many ot tho 
constituents of many of lha con- 
gressmen have been living off farm 
subsidies of one kind and another 
for yean. 

Moylie It Is proper now to call a 
holt, but the lock of bett on the 
table today la attributable primarily 
to only one thhig— uncertainty on 
the market caused by failure ot con- 
gress to toka decIilFO action on sub- 
sidies. Packers cant be blamed tor 
cutting piloes to atockmen as a re- 
eult, and stockmen have not ship- .

The piou) hope that letUng tho 
price of one commodlly riie will not 
cause explosive Inflation Is bunk, 
on the theory that we could havo 
Just one more little price rise here 
and there a^d then stop ire have 
been deluding ourselves for the post 
two yeara and a half, while the cost 
of food has risen iS per cent and the 
cost of living 2i per cent. 

Thero la cnly one way to atop 
prico Increases and that Ii to soy 
that pre.ient prices cannot b« ex- 
ceeded and ossure producers and , 
packers that prices are not to be In- £V 
creased again. Once that assur- 
oiice Is put over, then the meat will 
atort coming to market. ITila, how- 
over, la the unpoiwUr point ot view 
and evidence plica up It wont bo 
done that way. It pricea are permit- 
ted to rise and food becoisEs con- 
sequently scarcer with congressional 
approvaJ, that la one way in which

To them Ihe gwemment 
It won't ship milk long dla- 
tances from areas ot heavy produc- 
tion.

Carpenter, division man- 
nger for Idaho Power compony, 
urges that proper care and pre- 
cautions be tsken whea ahlltlne 
long boomed derricks. 

"In the past moving derricks 
imder power lines has resulted In a 
number Ot serious accidents, alt of 
which could, have been prevented 
with reasonable care," Carpenter 
said Friday.
